His Lordship indicated that if 
counsel for the defence desire a 
written judgment for purposes of 
possible appeal, he could make ap- 
Mication for such later. 

¢ Chinese Idea. _ 

At the afternoon hearing, yes- 
terday, Professor ‘Lai Chal-hsi, 
of the Hong Kong University, 
wave evidence. Referring to the 
effect of the re-marriage of a 
widow, witness said that if Invita- 
tion were issued to a man by the 
widow's family to go and live with 
her then that might-be consider- 
ed a marriage, but ff the woman 
issued .the invitation herself then 
the’ arrangement would be at]? 
variance with the Jaw and there 
would be no proper marriage. 

The Chinese idea, indicated wit- 
ness, was that when a widow re- 
married both she and her second 
husband were considered as 
enemies of the first husband and as 
such were not entitled to any of 
his property. A widow wns en- 
titled to buy a son to look after 
the property, and he could have a 
different. surname. He would in- 
herit the property {f there was 
no-one else, but he would not have 
the right to succeed to the 
ancestral tablets.”

There must be many valuable 
diaries in existence, languishing in 
dust littered lofts, in oaken-panelled 
stort-rooms and onthe top shelves 
of famfly Hbraries, ‘The diary of 
the first Duchess of Northumber- 
land represents a volume of the type 
to which I have referred. Begun in 
1752 and continued for twenty-four 
years, {t has only recently seen. the 
light of day, Its writer, who lived 
nt an eventful time in the history 
of English literature, was a woman 
of character, of considerable liter- 
ary taste, and one who enjoyed the 
acquaintance of.most of the eminent 
writers of her time. 


At Northumberland House. 


Eliznbeth, Baroness Percy, was 
the only, surviving child of 
seventh Duke of Somersct and the 
wite'‘of the first Duke of Northum- 
berland, on the third creation.
